§ DILATORY TACTICS ALL AROUND. | 

Already the fight is highly interesting. The 
democrats in botlh houses are prepared for it. 
They are going to hold back all other matters, 
including appropriation bills, with the exvep- 
tion of two, until the republicans show just 
what they are going todo. The democrats of 
the house commenced today calling the ayes 
and noes on all questions to consume time. 
If this thing goes on it is entitely probable 
that when the session ends on the 
4th of March, some of the appropria- 
tion bills will be left over unacted 
upon. Consequently, already the subject of 
an e6xira, session commencing soon after the 
4th of March, is a question being seriously dis- 
cussed. That would then be a democratic 
house, but with the force bill and the reappor- 
tionment bill a law, the session could not ac- 
complish much good, save, perhaps, in passing 
a free coinage bill. Senator Hoar expresses 
himself as perfectly confident that the force bill 
will pass the senate before the holidays. He 
Says the democratic plan of obstruction will 
amount to but little; that the republicans have 
determined to pass the bill; that they were 
unanimously for it, and, having fourteen ma- 
jority in the senate, would pass it beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. 

Senator Billy Chandler, of New Hamp- 
shire, he whose ear once came in contact with 
a Kenéuckian, says he does not anticipate a 
particle of republican antagonism to the bill, 
and, under the circumstances, he thinks the 
democrats had best not filibuster but acquiesce 
quietly to the inevitable. 

Certain it is that all republican opposition is 
silenced now, but when it might break out 
afresh is the question. The western silver 
senators might come to the front later. Presi- 
dent Harrison demands the election bill, but 
has evinced a disposition to veto the free 
coinage bill. Now it is entirely probable that 
the free coinago republicans may 
assert themselves and tell the president 
plainly and emphatically that unless he agrees 
to sign a free coinage bill, they will defeat the 
force bill. In this event little Mr. Harrison 
would be rather between the devil and the 
deep blue sea. 

And this is not improbable, for both Senator 
Plumb and Senator Teller have already intro- 
duced free coinage bills. Then there are all 
the western senators behind them. Senator 
Teller said today that he was tonfident a free 
coinage bill would pass the senate, and like- 
wise the house, but when asked what the 
president would do about it, he simply smiled. 
A knowing sort of a smile, however, it was, 
Indeed, that smile was significant, and there 
is a decided undercurrent belief tonight that 
unless Mr. Harrison accedes to the demands 
of the silver men he will hear something drop. 
Will Harrison accept free coinage to get the 


force bill ? 
The Farmers Heard From. 


The fact that the Farmers’ Ailiance at Ocala 
today passed a resolution unanimously and 
with enthusiasm against the passage of the 
force bill, created considerable annoyance here 
among republican senators in whose states the 
alliance is a power. The democrats hope this 
will have the effect of causing Senator Ingalls 
to change his, views. 

The Republican Programme. 

The republicans have determined to hold 
the appropriations down to the lowest possible 
limit this session, in order to have a deficiency 
for the democrats to deal with, which will 
necessarily cause the bills next year to be very 
large. In the first place, they have made the 
pension bill $135,000,00), when it should have 
been nota dollar less than $150,000,000, per- 
haps more. 

Today they decided not to pass any river 
and harbor bill at all this session, which natu- 
rally willleave matters in such shape that the 
bill in the next congress will of necessity carry 
a very large appropriation. Again, they have 
determined to hold public building bills down 
to the lowest possible limit. 

‘The Copyright Law. 

The copyright bill passed the house today by 
a vote of 139 to 95, 

One of the most remarkabie statements for 
its absurdity ever heard in the house was made 
by Mr. Kerr, of Iowa, ina speech against the 
bill. 

“‘Tdeas are intangible,’ he said, ‘‘and are of 
no value.”’ 

‘“‘When that becomes the case,’’ replied Ben 
Butterworth, of Ohio, jumping to his feet, 
‘‘when we all become like the gentleman from 
Iowa, then wé become a nation of chumps.”’ 

Mr. Kerr sat down squelched completely. 

The Chickamauga Park. 

The secretary of the treasury today senta 
letter to the house, in which he said it would 
take $400,000 to complete the Chickamauga 
park. He recommends an appropriation of 
$250,000 to be spent during the next year.

THE TOBACCO REBATE. 


Senator Allison Says the Conference Re- 
port Will Straighten Matters. 

WASHINGTON, December 3.—{Special.}—In pre- 
senting a petition in amendment to the tariff bill 
in relation tothe rebate on manufactured tobacco, 
Senator Allison said the conferees on the part of 
both houses had agreed to that section of the tariff 
bill, as the conference report would disclose, but 
had been omitted in the enrollment. He had no 
doubt the matter would receive early attention. 

Mr. Cullom introduced a bill to reduce letter 
postage to leent. Referred. 

Mr. Call offered a resolution directing the super- 
intendent of the labor bureau to report as to the 
extent of the phosphate industry of Florida, the 
puraber of laborera employed, and the opportuni- 
ties for the employment of labor in the future de- 
velopment of that industry. 

Mr. Plumb suggested that the inquiry should 
extend to all the étates containing phosphate de- 

sits.

WHO DUPED THE AMERICANS IN 
MEXICO. 


HE GOT INTO THEIR POCKETS 


And Secured a Ten-Thousand-Dollar Ea- 
dorse:ment from One Enthusiastic 
Individual—How He Did It. 


GALVESTON, Tex,, December 3.—[Special.]— 
Mr: George W. Clark, traveling car agent 
of the Missouri Pacific, who has just returned 
from Mexico, related to Tue ConstiruTION 
reporter today how a smart youpg man passed 
himself off as the son of an erican states- 
man. 

On the 24th of November there arrived in 
the City of Mexico, and registered at the 
Yturbide hotel, a person calling himself John 
G. Carlisle, Jr., who claimed to be a son of 
Senator and Ex-Speaker Carlisle, of Ken- 
tucky. 

TOOK GENERAL FRISBIE IN. 

He immediately formed the acquaintance of 
prominent Americansin the City of Mexico, 
among them General Frisbie. who endorsed a 
draft on Senator Carlisle for $10,000. Carlisle 
soon left on the train for Monterey. General 
Frisbie’s suspicions were aroused by Carlisle’s 
sudden disappearance, and he telegraphed Car- 
lisle, who replied: ‘‘My twosonsare at home.” 

The wires were then put in motion to arrest 
the party at Monterey, but he had retraced his 
steps to San Luis Potosi, and there he was ar- 
rested and jailed on-the night of the 28th. 
He was about six feet high, very erect, thirty- 
one years old, and dressed in @ shabby-genteet 
Prince Albert suit. His nose resembled that 
of an eagle. 

THE STORY OF HIS'‘ARRIVAL. 

Prior to-his arrival in the City of Mexico, 
The Two Republics stated that John G. Car- 
lisle, Jr.,. and James G. Blaine, Jr., would ar- 
Tive in the capital on the 424th. On the ar- 
rival of the train some Americans went to the 
depot to receive the sous of the two distin- 
guished American statesmen. 
Carlisle what had become of James G. Blaine, 
Jr., and Carlisle confidently whispered in 
their ears: “Between you and me, I had to 
shake Jim. He got to lushing.”’ 

There was an exchange of courtesies and 
drinks, in the course of which the gentle- 
man sailing under the name of Carlisle 
wormed himself into their affection, and 
worked them with realtact. He then called 
on several Americans, including a Baptist 
preacher, who, after his departure, found $25 
missing from the charity box. The preacher 
thought the m@ney was stolen by servants, 
and a fracas with them ensued. When Car- 
lisle ‘left, a council of the innocents was 
held, in which the preacher said: ‘Well, he 
is the man who has certainly robbed the 
Lord.”’ 

AN OLD KENTUCKIAN’S ENTHUSIASM. 

In fact, Carlisle’s presence in Mexico had 
quite an electrical effect. Mr. R, D. Stocker 
being an old Kentuckian, one of Carlisie’s 
neighbors, sent his card up, his breast swelling 
with pride, but the distinguished American 
was notin his room. Had he been there Mr. 
Strother, who isagreat admirer of Senator 
Carlisle and a generqus man, would--have 
given him all he had. How the distinguished 
Americans in the City of Mexico could have 
been duped by the fellow is a mystery. He 
was walking in the uppers of his shoes, his 
clothes were threadbare, and the tramp was 
legibly written in his countenance. He, how- 
ever, was a polished talker and his identifica- 
tion will doubtless develop a sensation. 


THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 


It Passes the House—No Other Business 
Transacted Yesterday. 
WASHINGTON, December 3.—In the house, after 
reading the journal, the speaker stated the pend- 
ing business to be the further consideration of 


the copyright bill. 

Mr. Simonds (in charge of the bill) stated that 
friends of the measure were willing to have the 
vote taken immediately, but expressed a readi- 
ness to yield any time that ite opponents might 
desire. 

The debate lasted two hours. 

Mr. Peters, of Kansas, moved to recommit the 
bill, with insiructions to the committee on patents 
to report it back with an amendment limiting the 
life of a th he FM to fourteen years. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, moved to amend 
the instructions by instructing the coinmittee to 
provide for the importation of books of foreign 
authors at the rate now provided by law. Lost— 
yeas, 95; nays, 140. 

Mr. Peters’s motion was lost—yeas, 98; nays, 138. 

The question then recurred to the passage of the 
bill, and the vote resulted: Yeas, 139; nays, 95. 

Without reaching action on any other measure 
the house adjourned. :

BLACK AND WHITE 


WILL UNITE IN STAMPING OUT 
SECTIONALISH. 


THE COLORED ALLIANCE IN OCALA 


Ready to Join a Third Party Which Will 
Lead to the Welfare of the Farmer— 
The Lodge Bill Denounced. 


OcALA, Fla., December 3.—[{Special.]—The 
important news today is the discovery of a 
third party of nearly 1,000,000 voters, organ- 
ized, ready and waiting to follow the jead of 
the Farmers’ Alliance, ifit should see fit to 
strike out in the independent line of the peo- 
ple’s party. 

This body is the Colored Farmers’ Alliance, 
which met here today, and forthe first time 
revealed the fact that it is ready to withdraw 
entirely from the existing parties, and throw its 
strength into a third and independent one. 

It is an amazing spectacle when 75,000 negro 
voters stand ready to leave the old paths in 
order to join their white neighbors in a new 
one, and it is a proposition of immense signifi- 
cance which would transfer their friendships 
and political affiliation from the party of 
Abraham Lincoln toa new one, which shall 
include their former masters. 

CONDEMNING THE FORCE BILL. 

The manner in which thealiiance condemned 
the force bill was equally important. It 
was introduced by Mr. W. 8. McAllister, of 
Mississippi, after it had been submitted to the 
northern and western delegates. President 
McGrath, of Kansas, seconded the resolution, 
and $=moved its adoption without 
reference toa committee. There was no direct 
opposition. Two delegates, one from Pennsyl- 
Vania and one from Illinois, thought the 1eso- 
lution untimely, bat voted for it on its passage 
| which was by acclamation. The farmers sent 
their condemnation hot on the wire, and its 
echoes have already come back from Wash- 
ington. Senator Eustis telegraphs a Missis- 
sippi delegate that the action of the alliance 
- Will kill the force bill. The-resolution is as 
follows: 

Whereas, The president of the United States, in

THE QUESTIONS OF CONFLICT. 

There was 23 better prospect for harmony 
today than at any time since the convention 
met, and instead of charges being preferred 
against any member, Livingston, Macune and 
Polk, the three specially interested, have 
united in the demand for an investigation.

The Colored Movement. 

In order to show the significance of the Colored 
Farmers’ Alliance, I supplement the extract from 
the annual report by ani interview with President 
Humphreys. Heisa white man,a Texas Baptis* 
preacher, who spent tome years in missionary 
work among the negroes. ‘hen their alliance be- 
gan to assume proportions,they asked him to take 
charge of the national organization, both because 
of his ability and because of their confidence in 
him as a friend of the race. Heisan elderly man 
of large frame and portly rson, with plain 
speech and a free blunt manner. 

“When I commenced this work,” said he, ‘there 
was violent opposition in all the southern states.” 
“What were your politics before you began?”’ 

“T had mighty little politics about me. I used 
to be a democrat, but the democratic party got so 
bad that I quit voting. I had no politics, and 
never will have, unless some third party comes 
Ep. I voted a few republican tickets, but mighty 

ew. 

“The negroes were in the people’s movement 
from the beginning. They withdrew from the re- 
publican party because of the lack of justice in its 
treatment of their race. They complain that 
they have not had a& #£=share in _ the 
offices, and they claim that the géneral legislation 
of congress has been against the interest of the 
farmers.

“Do they complain that the —_ blican party has

“J have never heard that complaint, and they 
would make it to me if they made it to their 
fathers.

It remains, therefore, 
that you should give your earnest attention to 
this all-abaorbing question, and if, bya spirit of 
mutual comprouiise and conciliation, you may be 
able to secure such pledges from the great 
labor organizations now represented in this city 
as will warrant reciprocal and hearty confedera- 
tion and co-operation, doubtless grest ¢ will 
result to boththe white and the colored races. 
Those who hope to equalize the burdens of taxa- 
tion, ,to relieve the depression of agrieulture and 
to restore the governn.ent to the service of the peo- 
ple must join toxether, and stick together, and 
they must have a man, as_ well as a platform, of 
principles. distinctly their own. To this name 
and piatform they mustinvite their fellow-citi- 
zens the United States as to a 
refuge, a _ fortress. In — the recent 
elections the infiuence of the _ alliance 
was felt,andevery man realized what a tremen- 
dous power it is déstinedin the near future to 
exert. Lutit must he remembered that im this 
case the alliance was fettered by part Humes 
which it could not bear, and in many of the states 
refused to vote at all. Among others we here 
mention that in Mississippi 40 per cent of the 
white and 70 per cent of the colored people abso- 
lutely refused to vote, or eyen to attend the polls. 
In Texas and many other states the election went 
rather by default than otherwise. The people 
were not satistied with the standard bearers, and 
rather than be considered democrats or repui- 
licans, they remained at their homes, and refused 
to take any partin electing men for whom they 
could feel no interest.”’

THE PBISHOPS OF IRELAND TO 
JSSUE 4 MANIFESTO 


ADVISING A NEW PARTY LEADER. 
The Objections Made lee <bhee Grounds— 
Dilion’s Telegram to His 
Party Friends. 


Lonzon, December 3.—The meeting of the 
nationalist members of the honse of commons 
to further consider the question of the reten- 
tion of Mr. Parnell in the leadership of the 
party, reassembled at 2 o’clock this afternoon, 
in the room of the house of commons in which 
the previous meetings have been held. Dur- 
ing the proceedings Mr, Parnell! announced 
that the sergeant-at-arms of the house of com- 
mons had granted the Irish members the use 
of the cotnmittee room until 7 o’clock. 

Mr. Healy disputed that official’s right to 
determine the length of the deliberation, and 
requested that he be notified to that. effect. 

PARNELL DIFFERS WITH HEALY. 

Mr. Parnell) declared that the. message that 
Mr. Healy suggested was impertinent. 

An Objection was raised to telegrams from 
individuals being received during the pro 
ceedings. Mr. Sexton said he would persist tc 
the end in his opposition to Mr. Parnell, de- 
spite the ruianly attacks that had been 
made upon him. 

A dispatch from Clonmel was read declar- 
ing that the tenants on the SmithgBarry es 
tates were with Messrs Diilon and O’Brien in 
their opposition to the leader of the party. A 
telegram from the Helfast branch ot the 
National League was read. t deciared that 
the members would hare no leader but Par- 
nell. 
When this dispatch was /fead Mr. Sexton, 
who represents the western division of Bel- 
fast, said that if the opinion of the Belfast 
nationalists was contrary to his@wn he would 
resign his seat in parliament. 

CLANCY'S PROPOSAL. 

Mr. Clancy said he had a proposal to make, 
which he hoped wonid induce a solution of the 
dffiicalty in which the periy fonnd itself. 

Some conversation ensued, which resulted in 
adjournment until tomorrow, when it is ex- 
pected a compromise will be arranged, which 
will lead to entirely new developments. 

Mr. Clancy’s motion involyés the temporary 
retirement of Parnell, subject to certain con- 
ditions being exacted from Mr. Gladstone in 
connection with his promised home rule 
scheine. Mr. Clancy’s proposal has raised 
hope among the nationalists that a unanimous 
settlement will be effected. Liberal circles, 
however, do not share this hope, the attitude 
and front of the opposition regarding Mr. Par- 
nell being resolute and unyielding. 

THE CHURCH AGAINST PARNELL 

DUBLIN, December 3.—At a meeting of the 
Catholic hierarchy, at the residence of Archbishop 
Walsh, in this city today, it was resolved to issue 
ainenifesto declaring that the archbishops and 
bishops of Ireland consider that Mr. Parnell. is 
unfit to remain leader of the Irish partv¥. The ob- 
jections tu Mr. Parnell are base«t mainly on moral 
grounds, and it is also the opinion of the hier- 
archy that hiscontinuance in the leadership would 
inevitably cause disunion in the party. 

PARNELL STILL HOPEFUL. 

Mr. Parnell is inthe best of spirits and ex- 
presses, with the greatest confidence, the view 
that the present movement will finaly result fa- 
vorably to him, The feeling among his supporters 
is that his position is materially strengthened 
today, erpecialy by asturenees of anppor: received 
from Americujsnd Ireland.

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THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Doings on the Exchange in New York 


is Yesterday. 


New York, December 3.—The stock market to- 
day has been narrower tllan at any time since the 
great break was begun, and, as usual, in such 
cases there was a declining- tendency in prices. 
that helped the bearish attitude of 
the répm trading clement, which once 
more seems to have the «aking of 
prices. London wasinclined to boy today and 
early figures from that center came decidedly 
higher, while foreign buying orders in early trad- 
ing served to sustain the inarket during the fore- 
noon. When they slacked away, however, there 
was found to be no influence to sustain the market 
and traders feeling their way attacked certain 
properties with vigor, causing material declines 
in the. afternoon, and giving the market a very 
ragged appearance. 

There was asqueezein sugar certificates this 
morning, and there was at one time a difference 
of at ieast 3 per cent between them and the 
trust companys receipts. Trading, after 
the little exitement was over, how- 
ever, dwindled down to the usual 
small proportions, as the volume of businegs in 
sugars has been growing less and less, as the pub- 
lic does not now touch them to any extent, and is 
not likely to till the public statement of the 
condition of the trust's affairs is made, which 
there seems to @ marked unwillingness tuo 
do. In the general list Lackawanna, St. Paul, 
Union Pacific and Atchinson monopolized most 
attention, and while the advent of cold weather, 
with its accompaniment of snow, had a tendency 
to help cold stocks,"making Lackawanna the 
feature of the day’s trading, it was specially 
strong when the genear! market was held 
up and feverish and irreguiar when the 
rest of the list was weak and 
active all the way out. The bulk of the pressure 
was made upon grangers and Pacific stocks and 
those properties show the largest losses for the 

,, Lackawanna, at one time showed a gain of 
per cent over its first price, but 
at the close aii of it had heen 
lost and its opening gain of ‘4 per cent measures 
its improvement for the day.

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“THE AUGUSTA FIRE 


WHICH BURNED UP ONE HUNDRED 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


The Georgia Railroad Freight Offices and 
Depot Destroyed—The Amount and 
Extent of the Damage. 


Aveve®Pa, Ga., December 3.—(Special.j—Angusta 
was visited yesterday by ohe of thelarept fires in 
her history. The Georgia railroad offices, the freight 
depot and half of the union depot are a pile of 
smoking embers. About 4 o’clock the alarm was 
rang in, but an efficient fire department could not 
save the fine property fromthe tlames that had 
already made great headway. No one knows just 
how it originated, but it was first djscovered in 
the auditor's oftice of the building. 

The office building was erected at acost of 
$8,000, and it is a total loss, Tle insurance on this 
was full. The freight depot was 050 feet long and 
80 feet wide: it cost ¥16.600 and was fully in- 
sured. The freight stored in it was insured for 
$30,000, but there was freight in there belonging 
to merchants of Augusia that had remained over 
twenty-four hours, tbe loss of which will fall on 
the owners. ‘The total loss is 875,000, and the total 
insurence 850,000. The net loss will be about 
$20,000. 

COMPUTING THE LOSS. 

“IT speak from memory,” said Mr. Hillyer, ‘‘but 
Ithink the figures are accurate. We had §#,000 
insurance on the office building, and I think $16,- 
000 @n the freight depot building. We carried 
$20,000 insurance on freight in the depot. This 
gives us $54,000 of ineurance. The freight depot 
was built back in the fifties, and together with 
the office building and additions was worth, I 
should Bay, 330.000. Aliowing $30,000 for the 
jreigbt in the depot, and $15,000 for the office 
furniture and damages to the passeager shed, cars 
and other incidental losses, we bave a total loss of 
S75.000. Subtracting our $54,000 imsurance we 
have a loss of $21,000 over and above insurance.” 

“But,” continued Auditor Hillyer, ‘all this loss 
will not fall upon the company. Much of the de- 
stroyed freight was there at the risk of the ship- 
pers or consignees, the time having elapsed for 
which the company was bound to hold it, and the 
damave law being in operatiou against it. Nearly 
every business house in the city doing any coa- 
siderable business with the west is more or less 
concerned in this fire. 1 could not specify any 
particular houses who were large losers, but every 
firm thatyeceives goods from the west, or ships 
goods adhe the Georgia road, was represented in 
the freight that was destroyed in that depot.”’ 

The insurance was written in New York,through 
Phinizy & Co., of this city. A call at this office 
developed the following facts: 

‘We did not write the insurance ourselves,” 
said Mr. Kinchley; “in fact, the policy was not 
even written in this oftiee. It was written in New 
York, by the Lancashire company, of England, 
and the policy was sent out here tbrough this 
office. We have no copy or record of it, but my 
rseollection is that there was $30,000 on the freight 
in the depot, and $17,000 on the entire building— 
depot, oftices and all. The Lancashire Company is 
one of a railroad syndicate of companies which 
take risks jointly on railroad property. Any one 
of the companies writes the insurance, and all of 
them divide it.”’ 

If Mr. Kinchley’s recollection of the amount of 
the policy ontke building is accurate, it would 
give a total of $47,000 insurance, instead of $4,000, 
and increase the loss on Mr. Hillyer’s estimate to 
$22,000. Buta number of business men give it as 
their opinion that $20,000 will not neariy repre- 
sentthe yalue of the freightin the depot. It is 
placed ail the way from $50,000 to 100,000, and a 
man who was not unfamiliar with the subject 
placed it at about $60,000. Adding to this $30,000 
for the value of the building and $10,000 for 
furniture, safes, scales and incidental losses, runs 
the total to $100,000, which, conservative men ce- 
clare, is not an exaggerated estimate. 


FIRE 1IN OXFORD. 


The Inmates of the Hotel Make a Narrow 
Escape. 

OxForD, Ala., December 3.—[Special.}—This 
morning, about 4 o’clock, the Arlington hotel of 
thiis placc was discovered on fire by an engineer 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road named Pearce. After blowing the whistle of 
his engine vigorously to rouse the people, he went 
to the hotel entrance, broke in the doors and gave 
the inmates the alarm just in time to enable them 
to escape. 

The hotel was the property of Mr. J. G. Hudson 
and cost $18,000. It was entirely consuined. in- 
surance $9,000. 

THE FLAMES SPREAD. 

The flames communicated with buildings on the 
north and west, and were not checked until four 
brick stores and two frame houses had been 
destroyed. During the time of the fire, the north 
wall of the hotel building fell, crushing in the top 
of a one-story brick building and demolishing a 
high parapet which the firemen were trying at the 
time to scale. Four of the firemen were injured, 
two, Captain W.A.Orr and W. .J. Gallagher, being 
almost completely buried wfhder the red-hot 
brick. They were extricated promptly, and given 
surgical aid. Captain Orr is seriously injured, 
his hip being fractured, also his skull, but his 

hysicians think he will pull throngh. Mr. Gal- 
acher’s injuries were painful, but not at all fatal. 

Dr. J. M. Whiteside, another fireman had an 
ankle bone fractured and one arm sprained, and 

W. T. Dodd reeeived painful injuries. 
THE PROPERTY DESTROYED. 

The property destroyed is estimated to be worth 
$25,000; insurance about $19,000, divided as fol- 
lows: Hotel, J. G. Hudson, insured for $9,000; X. 
H. Bagley, storeroom, $2,000 insurange ; | ee, 
Miller, store, $1,000 insurance; O. W. Cooper, . an- 
otier store’? insurance not known; Abe Humph- 
ries, store, $1,060; L. C. Humphries, two frame 
buildings, insurance not known. 

This part of our city secs fated, as this is the 
third time recently 1t has been laid in ashes. 

The cause of the fire is not clearly known. The 
contents of the hotel were almost wholly. lost, but 
the various stocks of merchandise were saved.

THE FRIGHTFUL DEED OF A 
NEGRO BRUTE 


And the Swift Retribution Visited on Him | 


By the Indignant Inhabitants—Left © 
in the Woods to Die. 


GREENVILLE, S. C., December 3.—[Special.] 
Riddle@ With bullets andleft 41 theé-woods to 
die a lingering death was the fate that Judge 
Lynch decreed to Henry Johnson, ajias Henry 
Wiesiy, colored, four miles from Central, in 
Pickens county, this morning before daylight. 

On Monday the quiet little town of Central 
was excited by a brutal outrage perpe- 
trated upon Mrs. Thomas Walters, 
wife of a white farmer, living four 
miles from Central. The outrage was one of 
the most horrible ever known. While busy at 
work in het home, Mrs. Walters, who is a hand- 
some woman twenty years old, was frightened 
by @ gun being placed at’ herhead by an un- 
known” negro, and’ "the ~*"command, 
“Don’t move, or TJ’ll_ kill ™ you.” 
Throwing a “rope over her head, _ the 
negro led her from the house like a cow into 
the woods some distance away. She kept upa 
continual scream, but her husband was a mile 
away working ina sawmill, and the nearest 
neighbor lived a long ways off. The negro 
pulled the terrified woman over the bushes 
and through brambles until he reached a se- 
cluded spot, where he proceeded to accomplish 
his hellish designs, keeping her with him for 
some time. He threatened to kill her, but she 
begged piteously, and the villain went away 
and left her. 

THE ALARM GIVEN. 

As soon as she could she hurried to a neigh- 
bor’s house and told them the terrible story. 
The entire section of country became aroused 
and parties searched everywhere. Johnson 
was captured yesterday afternoon at [tich- 
land trestle,.on the <Air-Line road, and last

TERRIBLY MANGLED. 
The body was terribly mangled. The left 
eye was shot out, and aload of shot had en- 
tered his left ear» All over the body bullet 
wounds were visible. No one dared offer as- 
sistance, and the negro- was dying when the 
reporter left. No sentimental placard was 
placed on the body, but it lay there as an im- 
pressive lesson that the women 
of the country will be pro- 
tected.

The latter refused to go, 
and stood around making himself obnoxious. A 
truck had been run off the track and Barkuloo 
having been ledto believe Boatwright did it, 
accused him. The negro replied: ‘* Whoever 
said I did it is a «@—d diar.” This 
angered Mr. Barkuioo. who seized a stick and 
struck at Boatwright. The negro by this time got 
hold of a piece of wood the same size that Karku- 
loo had, and struck the latter over the head. Mr. 
Barkuloo fell unconscious and was afterwards 
taken to his home, where Dr. H. Burford was 
summoned. Dr. Blain was also called, but despite 
their close attention and all that loving hands 
could do Barkuloo gradually sank until the hour 
ot 4 0’clock this morning. 

A reporter called at the jail this morning to see 
Boatwright and learn what he had to say about 
the matter, but was refused admittance. ‘The 
coroner was notitied of the death of Barkuloo, but 
he sought the advice of the solicitor general, who 
saidthat an inquest was unnecessary. He -was 
between thirty-five and forty years of age, and 
leaves a wife to mourn his sudden demise. The 
funeral will take place tomorrew at 10 o’clock a. 
m. fromthe First Baptist church. Excitement 
was high with talk of lynching, but aillis quiet 
tonight.

A SENSATIONAL TRAGEDY UNDER 
REVIEW. 


The Two Howards and Bickerstaff Make 
a Statement, and Show That Dawson 
Was Looking for Them. 


CoLumBes, Ga., December 3.—[{Special.}—The 
trial of Robert and Richard Howard. and James 
Bickerstaff, for the murder of Colbert Dawson, in 


front of the grand stand during the exposition, is 
still im progress. Many witnesses bave been in- 
troduced by the prosecution, and all testified that 
they saw the finish of the gentlemen’s roadster 
race, in which Dawson was driving; saw Dawson 
reverse his horse after passing under the string, 
drive back and salute the judges; saw him de- 
liver his horse to the groomsman and pass 
under the railing to the enclosure within the race 
track, where many people and many vehicles were 
congregated. Some witnesses saw one part of the 
difticulty, some saw another. No clear account 
was givenin by any of them. Yesterday after- 
noon thé state rested the case, 

The court met at 9 o’clock in the morning, the 
case having been rested by the prosecution. 

THE DEFENSE OUTLINED. 

Captain W. A. Littie, for the defense, said: 

“The defendants expect to supply, as we under- 
stand, a very material portion of the testimony in 
this case. Weexpect to show all that occurred 
in connection with the homicide on the 
exposition grounds on the 1ith of November last. 
We expect to show by witnesses there present 
that after Mr. Dawson had made the race or the 
heat, and after driving under the wire, he came 
back as was the usual custom, and saluted the 
judges; that he turned around toward the east, 
drove a short distance, got off his sulky, turned 
his horse over to a boy and passed under the railing 
into the enclosure. We expect to show this by three 
witnesses, one of whom moved out of the way to 
enable Mr. Dawson te get through; that two of 
the defendants were together; that Dawson 
passed in front of them with his hand on his hip 
pocket, andina threatening attitude; that there 
were reasons known to the defendants and to Mr. 
Dawson which induced them to believe that they 
might at any time be attacked; that there was a 
mistake in the direction that Mr. Dawson was 
going; that on seeing him, one of the defendants 
said to the other, ‘Look out, Brother 
Bob,” and when the deceased was approaching 
and near, and with his right hand in that 
location of the apparel where pistols are usually 
carried, that it was then that the action under the 
law of self-preservation was put into execution; 
that this defendant stepped forward to put his 
knife into hin. We expect to show that Mr. 
Bickerstaff was not in the immediate vicinity; 
that he was some distance off, and in no way con- 
nected with the origin of the difficulty. These 
are some of the facts that we expect to show by 
witnesses whom we are now ready to introduce. 
2%, RICHARD HOWARD'S STATEMENT. 

ptain Little announced that Mr. Richard 
Howard would make his own statement. Mr. 
Howard took the witness standand said in sub- 
stance that he was atthe exposition grounds on 
the day of the killing of Mr. Dawson. He was in- 
side the railing, and was there by virtue of a 
badge that he had obtained for the purpose of 
going there. That he saw the finish of the road- 
ster race; that Mr. Fletcher came out first,and Mr. 
Dawson second. Saw him salute judges,etc. He was 
not expecting any difficulty, was standing mear 
his brother, Robert Howard. Immediately after 
the race he saw Mr. Dawson approaching Robert 
with his hand on his pistol pocket, and his 
shoulder in motion as ifjtrying to draw a pistol. 
I said, “Lookout, brother Robert.”’ Saw brother 
strike him and then Mr. Dawson ran off in a 
circle, still trying to drawa pistol. Heard a quick 
pistol shot. Dawson drew and fired: thonght he 
had shot brother. Drew my pistol and fired at 
Dawson, who I thought was trying to shoot my 
brother-in-law, ir. Bickerstaff. About 
this time Mr. Bickerstaff shot at 
Dawson, whc then sank to the ground. Did not 
know Dawson. was cut until the fact was developed 
at the coronor’s inquest. 

MR. ROBERT HOWARD'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Robert Howard was next brought forward 
and made a statement. Hetoldin a straightfor- 
ward way about how the difficulty happened.

Inviting Defeat. 

We have been informed by our radical 
contemporaries that the great need of the 
republican party at this particular time isa 
leader—a man who can issue a set of rules 
and principles by which the party can be 
guided in the future; a platform which 
would please the people, and upon which 
the whole party can starfd. 

A number of northern newspapers re- 
cently declared that President Harrison was 
the man they were looking for, and that the 
success or failure of the party would depend 
upon his message. But now that he has 
declared himself, what are they going to do? 

They will have to look elsewhere fora 
leader, for it must be painfully evident to 
them that the president does not fill the bill. 
If he speaks for his party in his message, 
that party is doomed. He and his advisers 
in that labored document have only added 
insult to the injury already done the people, 
and have boldly invited the defeat of the 
party. 

The republican party has little to hope for 
from its leaders. The men who were 
thought to be the best leaders are now 
moping in retirement, and the rest will fol- 
low soon. Standing by the party is well 
enough inits way; but standing by the 
people is better. Mr. Harrison has over- 
looked the people entirely, and will fail to 
lead his party to the land of promise. 

Honest republican newspapers must con- 
fess that his message is not the document 
they have been looking for; that itis not a 
platform upon which the party can stand, 
and that, as a leader, the president is a sad 
failure. 

The people are wiser than tlie politicians, 
The republican bosses have sought to whip 
them into line, and in so doing have made 
the defeat of their party certain. Mr. 
Harrison, as a leader, is the most successful 


failure since the defeat.of McKinley. 
Brille voindcmcce 
Parnell and the irish Party. 


There has been no settlement of the com- 
plications that have arisen between Mr. 
Parnell and his followers and Mr. Gladstone. 
There can be no settlement short of the 
retirement of Mr. Parnell, and that is an 
event not likely to occurnow. The Irish 
leader may be driven out, but he will not 
retire of his own motion. 

The situation is one that is difficult to 
understand over here, especially by those 
who have not given close attention to the 
history of the Irish national movement dur- 
ing the past dozen years. Mr. Parnell has 
behind him not only his own personal power 
and influence, but the strength and earnest- 
ness of the cause he represents, and the 
gratitude of the Irish people, which has 
been honorably and fairly won.

Mr. Edward Atkinson is not only a re- 
former. He isathinker anda man of af- 
fairs, The other day he threw out this sug- 
gestion: ‘*There are two things needed 
these days: First, for rieh men to find out 
how poor men live, and second, for poor 
men to know how rich men work.”’ 

In other words, Mr. Atkinson thinks that 
a better understanding of each other’s situa- 
tion would lessen the Triatfon between the 

‘classes and the masses, between capital and 
labor. 

There is something in it. Ifthe million- 
aire monopolists could know exactly what 
life is in the tenements of the large eities, 
in the factories and mines, and on the mort- 
gage-burdened farms of the west, they would 
lend patient and considerate eara to the ap- 
peals now made in every quarter for a finan- 
cial and economic reform. They would 
listen, and act for the common good of all, 
unless indeed they have hearts of stone. 

On the other hand, if the poor could know 
how rich men work, how they are weighted 
down with the responsibilities and anxieties 
growing out of their large interests, they 
would no longer regard the capitalists as 
luxurious idlers, enjoying life with minds 
free from care, and muscles untaxed by the 
slightest exertion. 

lf the poor work hard and have their 
troubles, the same may be said of the rich. 
If they knew each other better there would 
not be so wide a gulf between them. When 
capital and labor begin to study‘ each other 
in the tight spirit they will join hands, and 
each will help the other. Only in this way 
can society enjoy peace and prosperity. Any 
other view points to socialism, anarchy or 
despotism.

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The Law and Its Loopholes. 

We recently called attention to a needed 
reform in the criminal laws of the state, 
through the operation of which cases are 
often continued from term to term, at great 
expense to the state, on the flimsiest techni- 
calities. 

The same state of affairs seems to exist 
elsewhere, and a general reform is in order 
and is being advocated by the press. A New 
York contemporary calls attention to the 
case of the colored murderer Wood, who has 
been sentenced and is to be executed by the 
new electrical machine. 

After every other trick and stratagem to 
postpone the execution had been exhausted, 
appeal has been taken on the ground that 
Wood, being a negro, and having been tried 
and found guilty by a white jury, was not 
“found guilty by his peers!’ _ 

The New York Evening Telegram is out- 
spoken in its condemnation of this new 
scheme of Wood’s lawyers, but thinks that 
it may have the effect of postponing the 
execution a month or two, as flimsy as it is. 
The Telegram says: 

Were a principle of that sort once admitted, 
Jugiro world be entitied to a trial before a jury of 
Japanese, a one-eyed or wooden legged assassin 
would claim a jury similarly mutilated, anda wife 
slayer who had been—we will say tor purpose of 
illustration—a diver or a balloonist might demand 
that twelve members of his own craft could alone 
do justice to him in their verdict. 

if capital punishment does not operate as effec- 
tively as it ought toward the prevention of crime 
in New York state, the blame rests with the code 
of criminal procedure and the interminable loop- 
holes it affords through which quibbling lawyers 
may obstruct or defeat the ends of justice. 

It will be seen from the above that the re- 
form advocated for Georgia is badly needed 
elsewhere. The ‘‘interminable loopholes of 
the law’’ must necessarily obstruct and de- 
feat the ends of justice. As weak and 
foolish as many ofits pretexts seem, they 
serve their purpose in blocking the business 
of the courts and burdening the counties 
with expenses which they have no right to 
bear. 

It may well be called trifling with law and 
life; for in the case of this negro murderer 
in New York it amounts to that.

Senator Zachry took the betterments bull by the 
horns yesterday. 

He proposes a commission of five to poin 
biht aera fi be ap ted 

A board of arbitration, whose decision shall be 
pending upon the lessees, i! accepted by the legis- 

This is his resolution : 

“Whereas, His excellency, the governor, has 
called the attention of the general assembly to 
the claim of the lessees of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad aggregating $550,000 for improve - 
ments of various kinds claimedto have been put 
upon that road and its appurtenances, and taxes 
paid upon the property in Tennessee during the 
terin of the present lease: and, 

“Whereas, Said lessees claim that the road and 
its appurtenances are now in a condition superior 
to the condition of the property when received ty 
them, to the extent of more than the claim pre- 
sented; and, 

“Whereas, The lessees claim that the taxes paid 
by them upon the propertyof the state in Ten- 
nessee ought to be refunded; and, 

“Whereas, The lessees claim that they are not 
legally bound by the lease contract or otherwise, 
to deliver the road and its appurtenances at the 
expiration of the lease in any better condition 
than they were when delivered by the state to 
them at the beginning of the lease, and that, 
therefore, in orderto insure the delivery of the 
property in its present condition, the state ought 
to pay for the improvements. 

“And, whereas it is desirable to have all doubt 
removed (if there be any) as to thg right of the 
state and the lessees under the lease contract; 

‘‘Now, theretore, be it resalved by the eeneral 
assembly, That without conceding any partof the 
claim and with an explicit denial of the aforesaid 
Claim of the lessees in whole or in part, the 
governor be and is hereby authorized and directed 
by and with the approval of the senate to appoint 
five citizens of Georgia, recognized as men emi- 
nent for their integrity and ability, who shali con- 
stitute a commission with power and authority to 
hear, consider and determine according to law, 
equity and justice thereof, the claims re- 
cited and set forth in the foregoing pre- 
amble, and make a _ final adjnstment there- 
of between the lessees (the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad Company) and the state of Georgia, as 
the owner of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
which judgment, when rendered, to be binding 
and conclusive upon both parties. 

*“Resoived, 2. That the said commission shall 
meet inthe city of Atlanta, December 22, 1890, 
and organize the commission, and thereaiter 
the sessions of the commission shall be 
held at such times and places as will be 
most expedient tor a speedy <cispatca of its 
business and shall cone ude its labors by June ji, 
1891. Itshall havethe power to engage experts, 
compel the attendance of witnesses, to administer 
oaths, compel the production of books and papers 
and elicitall other information which may be 
deemed necessary and proner tor the investigation 
of the matter hereby submitted. 

*-Resoived, 3. That itis bcereby made the duty 
of the attorney general of the state to represent 
the interests of the state before the commission 
upon all matters involved in the disposition of 
this question; provided, always, that said coin- 
mission shal not exercise any: of the powers 
herein granted until the Western and  At- 
lantic Railroad epany binds itelf in a wriften 
undertaking, to be delivered to said commission, 
to stand to and abide its decision of "these ques- 
tions, and to abandon all and every other pro- 
ceeding whatever to enforce and assert its afore- 
said claim. ' 

‘*Resolved, 4. That said attorney general shall 
submit all comnter claims in behalf of the btate 
against the said lesseea which may lawfuily and 
properly arise under the contract of the lease; 
whether the same be for property received from 
the state and unaccounted forby said lessees, or 
property lost, or for any other proper charge 
which said contract may authorize; and it shall 
be the duty of said commission to fully hear and 
determine the same, and render such judgment in 
the prenuses as may be preper and just, which 
said judgment shall be filed with the governorand 
by him be cominunicated to the next veneral as- 
sembiv. 

‘-Resclved, 5. That the governor beand is hereby 
anthorized, if deemed necessary, to @mploy an at- 
torney to aid the attorney general in conducting 
the investigation upon the part of the state. 

“Resolved, 6. That the compensation to the com- 
mission, and all other expenses incident to the in- 
vestigation and disposition of this matter (attor- 
ney’s fees excepted), shall be borne jointly and 
equally by the state and the lessees of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. 

“Resolved, 7. That the governor be and is hereby 
authorized and directed to fillany vacancies in the 
commission, which may be caused by death, dis- 
ability, resignation, refusal to act, or irom any 
other cause. 

‘‘Resolved, 8. That before entering upon the dis- 
charye of his duties, each metaber of the commis- 
sion shall take an oath to be adininistered by one 
ot the judges of the supreme court, to discharge 
the duties assignedto him under the commis- 
sion with faithbiuiness and impartiality.” 

The resolutions were reterred to the committce 
on finance. ss 

THE TWITTY BILL.

A MILITARY COURT 


WILL SIT IN THE ADJUTANT GEN- 
ERAL’S OFFICE TODAY. 


Captain Sneed and Other Members of the 
Gate City Guard to Be Tried by 
Courtmartial. 


This is'an interesting day in the history of 
the Georgia’s volunteer military. 

A courtmartial convenes to try four mem- 
bers of the Gate City Guard, upon charges 
preferred by Colonel Calhoun, of the battalion 
to which the Guard is attached. 

lt is one of the very few instances of the 
kind on record. Not only in Georgia, but in 


any state. 

Probably it is the first time since the organi- 
zation of the state militia that a general court- 
martial has been resorted to, 

Upon this account the preceedings will be 
watehed with great interest by citizens and mili- 
tary throughout the state. 

Yesterday was the day originally set for the 
courtmartial, but the court saw fit to defer it until 


today. 

The defendants were all ready yesterday and are 
ready ana anxious for trial today. 

« Se if there is a postponement it will not be on 
account of the accused. 

The charges against Captain A. C. Sneed, of the 
Gate City Guard, and Lieutenant Roberts and 
Privates Spillman and Myers of that company are 
already familiar to the readers of THu CONSTITU- 
TION. 

There are two specifications in the bill of charges 
against Captain Sneed. 

One charge is of conduct unbecoming an officer 
rte a gentleman. The otheris for imsubordina- 
tion. 

The charge of conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentieman is based upen an alleged attempt 
made by Captain Sneed to obtain a copy of the 

rogramme of the recent interstate drill at the 

iedinont exposition in advance of the drill. 

After this charge had been prepared and served 
on So eat Sneed, his name as ‘‘captuin com- 
manding” appeared signed to acompany order 
printed in Tur Constrirurion, 

Upon this Lieutenant Colonel Calhoun charged 
him with insubordination in that he refused to 
obey the orders of a superior officer, which orders 
suspended him from command of the Guard until 
after the action of the courtmartial. 

Lieutenant Roberts is charged with conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman, as are 
also Privates Spillman and Myers. 

The eharges against them are based on the 
same ground as that against Captain Sneed—at- 
a to procure a drill programune. 

Mr. Henry Luwpkin will represent Captain 
Sneed before the courtmartial. 

The other gentlemen will probably not have any 
counsel. . 

Yesterday the four accused reported to the ad- 
jutant general for trial, but as stated, the hearing 
was postponed until today. 

The court, which meets in ——— general's 
— this morning, will sitin full military uni- 

orm. 

The four defendants have also been ordered to 
appear in uniform for trial}. 

It will be an imposing scene—one not witnessed 
in Georgia since the war. 

It is more than probable that the trial will be 
conducted with closed doors. 

This, however, will be decided upon by the court 
when it organizes. Under the military rules, a 
commissioned officer has the right to demand 
secret trial by courtmartial, and it is understood 

that Captain Sneed will make this request if 
necessary. 

Hon, John 8. Candler will act as judge advocate 
or solicitor. 

The friends of Captain Sneed and the other 

ntlemen are confident that they will 
»© fu ly exonerated by the court. All are able 

soldiers and are among the most popular young 
men in the city. 

That they may be able to establish their inno- 
cence of the charges against them is sincerely 
hoped by all who know them.
